Cactus, with proper cultivation, would have pro- 
vided a much cheaper method of getting out of the 
reach of harm's way from the water, than bricks 
and moitar. It requires rather astretch ofimagir 
nation ta fancy a town built on the top of a forest, 
yet, it must’ be remembered that ‘we live in an 
advanced and still advancing age.

THE Rome Correspondent of the London Daly 
News on the oth ult, wircs as follows —One of 
the great actors in the drama of the Italian re- 
volution has to-day ended his carshly career. 
Giovannt-Lanza,-who.died at. half-past. four. this 
afternoon, was born in 1815 in Piedmont, By 
profession he was a doctor, but early evinced a 
keen interest {n the political questions of his day, 
and was elected as one of the deputies.to the first 
sub-Alpine Parliament opened by Charles Alber: 
With the present Premicr, signor Depretis, he’ 
shared: the honour of having been returned to 
every subsequent Legislature, His Spartan firm- 
ness and integ:ity, joined to an ardent Jove of 
liberty, recommended him’ to the Count Cavour, 
and he became Minister of Public Instiuction in 
1855. He likewise held the port-folio of Finance 
twice during Count Count Cavour’s absence, and 
again from 1858 to 1859, :From 1864 to 1865 he, 
‘was Home Secretary under General La Marmora, 
and from 1869 to 1873 he coupled that office with 
the presidency of the Cabinet, thus directing the 
policy of.the Goverament throughout the-most 
momentous epoch of modera Italian history— 
the liberation of Rome from Papal thraldom, and | 
the installation there of the Government of a | 
free and united Italy. “Though poor, Signor Lanza 
never enriched himself by a farthing at the cx 
pense ofthe State. Theasalary he drew as Minis- 
-ter-ho-devoted. to, foundingan..infant.asylumin.
